Ur. Hany If ilea ef tUa eity. wko had raaehad 
that eity oaly a short time prior to the calamity: 

St. Louis, Ho., Uay 3d, 1906. 
My Dear .SUir.' Tos ask wiv I have not 
written yon mora aboat the Are aad earthquake 
in 'Frisco. It ia simply because I have not been 
able to collect my thoughts or ait down long 
enough to wriU a ioag letter. E?eryoaa who 
passed throngk all tka horroia folkMrleg the 
memorable morning of April 18th and came out 
alive is to be considered lucky, bat the strain 
on tka Bsrvaa tt eiea tke Bte waa aaaatking 
awfeL 

Wkea tha flrst larriMa shook easM, I waa 

sound asleep, for it was 5:15 a. m. 

1 waa soon awake and sitting itraigbt up in 
bed, looking inteatly at the bay window and 
woadariag how I wonld laad whan tka konsa 
went to pieces, aa ! thoaght it wonld svraly do. 
Tbu shaking continued so lung that I jumped 
out of bttd, but when I touched the floor I was 
knocked over agaiast the conch sooio ten feet 
away, and I (oaadavarytkkig ia tka rooBiosaiiag 
to maat aa. Tha faratlara was kaeekad at 
least two feet away from tbe wall. When the 
shaking subsided a little I started to wash my 
teea aad kaeda ket faeed thsie waa no waUr 
iotkapipta. 

I then went to tha window and saw tha streets 
lined with hundrede a( people, wba weie de- 
cidedly negligee. 

My frioed aad I drsaaad ia a hany aad thaa 
went down to aae what had happaaed, never 
dreaming that sneh havoc bad boea wrooght. 

We lived only three sqnaraa from Market, 
which is the priacipal batiaaas atiaot where 
■eat of tha le^n oAaa heOdiw eed akyaarap- 
ers were located. We went straight to Market 
street and what aighta of rain met our gasel 
The street was piled with shattered giaae and 
OMSses of hriak aad iaiasess ttoasa frost tha 
aoraiaaa of heOdtoga. 

We walked aronnd fur a few minutuH and 
soon everything was iu an uproar. iVople 
began arriving in aatonobUae by the doaeo to 
view the raias. bat thsy wareaet by the Polioe 
aad thair aatoa takaa to eonvey tha woandad to 
the Hoepitala. They aoon had every kind of 
conveyance imaginable preesed inte aervioe ss

ef way and they msbed like mad with their loads 

of mant'lei and bleedin^r formnto the Hospitals. 

Whips were broken into duzuna of pieces by 
the drivers hurrying tha horses. All the Hot. 
pitals were soon filled and they began to aso the 
israiease Meehanles Pavillloa as a Hospital. It, 
too, wa.s Mon cniwili d, but by this time peopln 
began slowly lu reuiiza that a more terrible 
eaeay waa atealing upon them. 

As tha Are hegaa to make its onward march 
and the faet became generally known that tbe 
water pipes were broken and tb» city waa 
practically without fire protection, everyone on 
the street saaaiad to have at tka aaaa tine the 
look of deapalr aad than datacadaatlon npon 
their f aeee. The fire begaa la what h called 
the "Uission" L)i8trict, South of Market aad aot 
far from tbe Mint aad Postolea. > 

Wkae tke Iraaea foeadit waa iapeaaikia to 
get water, they began naing dynamite, but the 
fire soon made its way to Market street and in 
a abort while soch buildings as the Palace Hotel 
with iU beaotifol "Fala Coart," tka aigktaaa- 
story OaU BeikHag, aad tha IBaporiea," tha 
largest department atore in tbe city, had bean 
gutted by the flamee, although they were still 
standing. 

By this ttoM thapeapla hsgae to seek placee 
of safety, for Ike U. 8. Bagataia were aniviog 

and taking charge of afaini. Then the dyna- 
miting began in earnest, but tbe aupply was 
aoon exhauated. A whole shipload waa then 
brooght dowa the bay from tka Naral Station, 
when the dynaaitiag begaa agala aad ooatlaned 
with unabated fury for about three days and 
nights, when the fire waa finally gotten under 
ooatrol. 

Tha Maekaaiae PaviUioe, where there were 
aboet three headrtd or aora injarad aad some 
dead, waa burned akoal 10 o'clock the first 
morning, ahortly after tha injored had been 
brought there. They say tha iajortd ware 
saved, bat the dead wera abaadoaad to the 
flames. Tha Valaaoia Hotel, which was a flva- 
atory building, aaok thrf>A sti>ri>>a under ground 
and buried aboot two hundred people alive. 

It h ay opiaioa, aad aba the opiaiaa a( auay 

others, that the number of people who were 
buried alive or bnrnod will never be known. 

I could tell yon of many heart-rending siglti 
I saw, bat they are too horrible to write abont. 
I walked all around tbe dty aad aoosa of the 
aighta I saw will remain vividly in my mind till 
my dying day.

We got to the head of 
Eddy atreet, which ends in aCasMteryoa a Ugh 
hill, aad aoaa good lady near there took eara of 
ns in the eating aad slatpiag liae for two or 
three daya. 

The atreets were lined with thousands of 
people palliag trunka or aaytbiag they conld 
aava throegh the atieata. Woam wera werii. 
in;; tbe oamt' :i8 iMa, aad rich nnd poor weroalli 
on the same level. All the parka and Ceaa> 
teries noon becamecrowded with peopla,tmBka, 
bedclothea and averythiag iaagtaiabla. 

The reaor want all over the oity that a wire* 
less telegram had been received saying Chicago 
waa under water and that New York and other 
Eaaiern citiea were in the same condition as 
'Frisco. It wu alao ruaorad that seven tbons- 
and people had been killed oatrigbt la Los 
Angeles. A great many people thoaght that 
Judgment Day had|eome. 

Aa I saw the people fleeiag from the flaaas, 
it r aa ta dad aw of tha dasoription of the people 
flaeteg froa Pompeii ss depicted by Bnlwer 
Lytton. Certainly the calamity of 'Frisco would 
fnroiab as good a foundation for a beaatifak 
story as did the daatrnotioa of Poapaii, if «aly 
aaothor Bolwer Lytton writea the story. 

Tht fUsMs at night wera tbe aoet beautiful 
and aobllae spectacle I ever expect t« see. 

Tbe air waa ao filled with aaoke that tha sna 
looked Uoedrad. aad yoa eoeld look straight 
St it all day long. The air was filled with cin- 
ders for miles aad miles, and for two days and 
nights it rained cinders, aad the tin rooflag from 
honass was aarriad aroaed throng tka air like 
paper. The aap haK atraato ware keread to 
dust and tbe best was so intense that it conld 
be felt as far away u you could get from the 
fire.

gan aapackiog. 

' Tha raiga of Martial Uw, althoock india- 
pantable, added to the horrors on account of 
the yoang cadets and militia shooting many an 
innocent man. If it had not been for tha U. 
8. Bagolaia, ao tailing what woald hava bap- 
paaad. Thaj did aobia aaniea aad eartalalf 
proved thpmselves heroes. Anyone who saw 
them work need not wondor why tbe "Hoys in 
Bloe" an iaviacible. The )(rocer« began charg- 
ing flf^ eaata far a loaf of bread, and othar 
tiilDgi wera sold at pricM In proportion till the 
Regulars found it out. They would nimply kick 
the grocer out of his store and then distribnte 
tka goods among tha pa<qtla. Uonejr waa of 
TM7 little osa, for avarytbinK was being giToa 
awaj la abont two dajr. aftar the lire began. 
I have stood to line ao boor and a half to get 



a loaf of hf«ad, Hrf asaijaBa ta tha eitj wu 

doing the same thing. In fact you couldn't get 
anything at all without standing in line for it. 

No light, or flraa vara allowed in the house., 
so all tha oooUag waa doaa en a little campflre 
in tba siddla of tha street Some people jnst 
moved their stoves out in the street, and most 
all the cooking was done by tbe men. I helped 
cook aereral meals, hot tba meals oalyconaistad 
in a loaf of bread, a llttia eoffaa and a can of 
something. Everyoaa aaaaad to taha it good 
natni«dly,hei»am. ui JoM aboM it eBaiiiii 
ably. 

8oaa of the young people aeran tha atraat 
flroa as got a bill of fare from soma ylaoa aad 
taekad It up on a post near their stoYa. Tha 
only ones who were too sad to juke were the 
people who bad iMt some near and dear relatiTe. 
It wM a pathaUa alght to aaa a faaOy whieh 
had become separated looking for each other. 

There were thirty-six distinct shocks before 
I left and I have read of two sinoa. On the 
first day I sat down at tbe table twiea and triad 
to driatt a eap of eoffaa and aat a allea at braad, 
and both times a shock camu and I flaiahad tha 
bread in the middle of tbe atreet. 

The beautiful $6,000,000 City Hall, which 
took twanty-ilTa yaara to bnild, waa abakaa al- 
most to dwt Tha naw Poitolloa ia eraekad 
on tbe outside and eh.ikcn to pieces on the in- 
side. The Mint was nnbarnifd, and it made you 
faal good to see "Old Glory" still floating in 
tba breaie wbaa nia aad daatractioa wara all 
aroDod. The magniieaat holala, the 8t Fraa* 
cis and the Pairmooat, thoagh itIU ataidiag, 
are nothing but sheila. 

A graat many paopla ha«a aakad aa if tha 
nowapapera did sot axaggarata tha diaaitar. 
Tbe papers nay hare bad afewnntnia aoeoonta 
about it, but they can never tell half of the 
anfferiog which tbe people endured nor half 
daaeriba tha raiaa, for thay eaanot ba da- 
Frrib"d. N'') one who was not there can ever 
be maJi' tn re.ilir.e the full extent of the misery 
and how complelely 'Frisco i!< wiped off i he map. 

I lingered amid tbe mio. eight days before I 
could fully daeida to laava, for I raiiliaad I woald 
not And aaothar eitjr Ilka 'Fliaao aay piaoa in 
this country. 

I fully expect to return soma day, bat of 
ooataa I can't tall jnat whoa. 

Several ponoas have asked me wky I dida't 
Ktay. They said there would be great oppor- 
tunities for any one now. 1 don't pay aaeh at- 
tention to them, for I realiie they don't nader 
stand tba situation there. It ia aimplf a ease 
of "Where ignorance ia blise."
